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Thailand Protests Marines; 
Ford Plans Strong Action

United States flew 1,100 Ma­ 
rines into Thailand today in 
connection with the merchant 


ship seized by the Cambodians. 
Thailand 
angrily 
demanded 
their immediate withdrawal. 
Anti-American dem onstra­ 
tions broke out at Bangkok 


airport where a small crowd 
greeted new U.S. Ambassador 
Charles Whitehouse with signs 
proclaiming: 
“Bastard Ford, 
get your troops out” and “U.S. 


Go Home!” 
It was clear that a major 
diplomatic crisis had developed 
between the United States and 
Thailand, the last U.S. ally in

Pentagon sources said a total of 
1,150 Marines would be flown to 
the air base. In addition, the 
aircraft carrier Coral Sea with 
a half dozen support ships was 
steaming toward the ship. 
“There’ll be a lot of artillery 
around there,” said one Penta­ 
gon source. They were sent 
despite 
Thailand’s 
repeated 
insistence it would not allow the 
use of American bases for a 
confrontation with Cambodia, 
its neighbor to the east. The 
Thai government is trying to 
reach an accomodation with 
the new Communist govern­ 
ment in Phnom Penh. 
“We will protest because that 
(the Marine arrival) is not 
what we want,” said 
Thai 
Prime Minister Kukrit Pramoj 
said. “ If they send Marines,” a 
spokesman said later, “some 
action” would be taken, but he 
did not specify what kind. 
The armed forces could be 
used to retrieve the captured 
merchant 
ship. 
But 
some 
officials indicated the show of 
force may be intended more to 
persuade Cambodia to give up 
the ship peaceably. 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said Tuesday there

House has cleared the way for 
passage of $405 million for the 
resettlement

South 
Viet­ 
namese refugees But officials 
reported the resettlement pace 
has slowed to a trickle because 
of red tape and the dwindling of 
existing funds. 


The House was expected to 
vote late today on legislation 
that 
would 
authorize 
and 
appropriate 
the 
funds, 
$102 
million less than the amount 
requested by President Ford 
May 6 


The Senate, where Democrat­ 
ic leader Sen Mike Mansfield 
has stated the financing should 
be given careful study rather 
than quick passage, appeared 
to be in no rush to act. despite 
administration warnings that 
funds and food were rapidly 
running out 


Sen 
William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., predicted the Appropria­ 
tions Subcommittee on Immi­ 
gration and Migration would 
not act on the legislation until 
late next week The measure 
then would have to be acted 
upon by the lull committee 
before it could be taken up by 
the full Senate 


Proxmire acknowledged that 
the refugees had difficult living 
conditions at staging centers, 
particularly in crowded facili­ 
ties at Guam But he cautioned 
against any rapid action on the 
refugee 
resettlement 
legisla 
tion, declaring that the Penta 
gon could come up with the 
funds from somewhere to keep 
the program going 


Last week Mansfield urged

the administration to find funds | 
to keep the resettlement pro 
gram operating so the Senate j 
could give it serious study.

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Billion Voted For Railroads 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Senate Tuesday passed 
and sent to the White House a bill allocating $1,118 
billion to run the National Rail Passenger Corp. through 
October, 1977. 
The bill, passed 75 to 22, includes a section that allows 
the salary of Amtrak President Paul Reistrup to rise 
from $60,000 to $85,000, which sponsors said is more in 
line with the pay received by presidents of private 
railroads. 
Opponents, led by Sen. James Allen, D-Ala., said the 
raise was excessive considering the shortcomings in 
Amtrak service. Allen suggested 
he’d 
rather pay 
Reistrup a bonus when he improves Amtrak service 
than give him a hefty raise before things get better. 
"We should avoid this $25,000 raise until we see some 
progress,” Allen said. 


Peru Takes Over Oil Subsidiary

Gulf Oil for allegedly paying off Latin American 
politicians. 
"Because of the notorious, immoral conduct of Gulf 
Oil, the revolutionary government ordered an end to the 
company’s operations and the immediate expropriation 
of the properties of its subsidiary,” the statement said. 
The communique cited a report in the Wall Street 
Journal that Gulf paid $4.2 million in ‘‘contributions” to 
Latin American politicians between 1966 and 1970. 


Jackson Fund Raising Continues 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -- Already in the fund-raising 
lead among 1976 Democratic presidential aspirants, Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., raised $186,125 Tuesday 
night in Washington’s first big presidential money 
soliciting gala. 
The funds raised by Jackson from 1,489 diners will be 
matched dollar-for-dollar by the federal treasury under 
term s of the 1974 campaign finance reform law. 
Jackson and Gov. George Wallace of Alabama are the 
only Democrats who have met the law’s requirement for 
raising $100,000 in 20 states to qualify for matching 
funds to be used in the 1976 presidential primaries. 
In his speech to the crowd, Jackson said “the 
overriding issue” in 1976 “is the gross mismanagement 
of the economy since the Republicans took office in 
January of 1969. 


Practice For Joint Space Flight 


HOUSTON (UPI) —• Flight controllers solved life-or- 
death problems dream ed up by experts, sending the 
pretend Apollo spacecraft toward a make-believe orbital 
linkup with the Soviet Soyuz. 
The start of the American half of the joint U.S.-Soviet 
flight, simulated through computers Tuesday, was 
fraught with problems which could stop the real mission 
this summer. 
Spacemen for both countries worked inside computer­ 
operated spaceship simulators, pretending to launch and 
reach orbit where they were to meet two days later. 
The simulation picks up again Thursday for the 
docking and two days of joint activities. 
Soyuz’ simulated launch early Tuesday went without a 
hitch. Alexei Leonov and Valeri Kubasov “blasted off” 
at 8:20 a m. EDT —the exact time and day of the week 
of the real July 15 launch.

(UPI) - The bodies of four 
construction workers trapped in an underground tunnel 
by an explosion were recovered Tuesday by rescue 
workers who entered the tunnel after lethal methane gas 
which caused the explosion was cleared away.

“Before any special session is 
called I want a public agenda 
laid out,” Brown told the the

A spokesman for the workers 
said some 3,000 have been laid 
off and, “if something is not 
done quickly, we feel that all 
our jobs —and the health care 
of San Francisco —will be in 
jeopardy.” Another 5,500 work­ 
ers are on notice of possible 
unemployment. 
But 
Robert 
E. 
Cartright, 
president of the 25,000-member 
Association of Trial Lawyers of 
America, branded the strike as 
part of “a multimillion-dollar 
propaganda campaign.” 


Cartright said “the cause of 
the medical malpractice crisis 
is malpractice on the part of 
the doctors and, if they want to 
eliminate the premium prob­ 
lem, they should eliminate the 
malpractice.” 


He said a federal study told 
the doctors two years ago what 
to 
do 
to 
avoid 
problems, 


making these points: 
—The doctors should “elimi­ 
nate two million unnecessary 
operations annually.” 
—They 
should 
police 
in­ 
competency 
in 
their 
own 
profession. 
—An injury prevention pro­ 
gram 
should 
be 
instituted 
immediately because most of 
the mishaps are “preventable,” 
especially with the consultation 
of experts. 
In addition, said Cartwright, 
“We need more doctors and 
nurses because they’re all too 
rushed and this helps them 
make mistakes.”

President Ford the other day m ade an appeal for 
restoration of A m erican faith in the free-enterprise 
system. 


On the occasion of installing Rogers C. B. Morton as 
secretary of com m erce, the President observed that 
“ despite the enormous material progress and individual 
freedom we have attained in Am erica through the free- 
enterprise system, confidence in the system is today 
considerably lower than it ought to be.” 


He urged Morton “ to re-sell Am ericans on the most 
productive and most responsive economic system the 
world has ever seen.” 


That’s a form idable assignment. Some idea of the 
dimensions of it can be had from an item in the recent 
report of a survey of American fam ilies conducted at the 
behest of General M ills Inc. Among other things the 
survey firm reported that for half of those interviewed the 
one-time ideal of “ working to own your own home, to send 
the kids to college and to provide a nest egg for 
retirement’’ has been displaced by the idea that govern­ 
ment should see to it that everyone has a good job and a 
decent standard of living. 


Surprising? There’s no reason it should be. Throngs of 
politicians, teachers, writers and speakers have been 
assiduously promoting that idea for some four decades. 


It’s been the first article of faith in Washington for a 
long, long time. 


We hope Secretary Morton does take up the President’s 
call and set out to “ re-sell Am erican’’ on the worth of the 
free-enterprise system . And he should start right where 
he is—in government. 


Fo r it’s in the Fed eral government— in the White House, 
in the bureaucracy and in Congress— that confidence in 
free enterprise is as low as it is anywhere in the land. 


The dominant philosophy in Federal government is that 
free private enterprise left to itself will not produce what 
is good for the people, that in fact the people themselves 
do not know what is good for them, and that therefore 
governemtn must on all sides prod, pull, regulate and 
otherwise force business and industry and consumers to 
do what ogvernment planners say ought to be done. 


W e can’t think of any productive industry that has 
escaped the heavy and blundering hand of Federal 
management 


So we say carry on, M r. Secretary. You might start your 
re-selling project at the White House. And then tackle 
Congress.

If you are sick or have an 
accident, better not wait for a 
foreign trained doctor to be 
licensed in Indiana to give you 
medical treatment. 
For more than five years a 
fight has raged to liberalize 
licensing requirements enabling 
foreign 
m edical 
school 
graduates to reduce the doctor 
shortage experienced in most 
rural and inner city areas. For 
an equal number of years, the 
Indiana General Assembly has 
evidenced a 
willingness 
to 
change 
requirem ents. 
Y et, 
every move expected to alter - 
present rules has been suc­ 
cessfully countered. 
For many years, the fight has 
been spearheaded by 
Philip 
Willkie, acting as president of 
Southern Indiana, Inc. He had 
never suffered from a lack of 
access to competent medical 
care. He had been interested in 
the project by Charles Camp 
bell, 
fuel 
oil 
distributor 
of 
Connersville, who has spent 
personal fortune in the fight to 
help others rather than due to 
personal need. 
Hoosiers were positive the- 
problem had been solved by 
law enacted by the 1973 General 
Assembly. 
A 
system 
was 
devised 
p erm itting foreign 
medical school 
graduates 
to 
take the licensing examination 
without 
the 
impossible 
requirement 
of 
a 
two year 
residency in a United States 
hospital. 
Those 
successful 
would be permitted to practice 
under a preceptorship for two 
years before being granted an 
unlimited license. 
Southern Indiana Inc., toured 
Western E u ro p e , attracting

Willkie filed suit contesting 
the results.

However, patients will suffer, 
and some will die waiting on the 
long-range plan. Already having 
the largest medical school in the 
United States, the plan permits 
a part of the training to be at 
seven other 
institutions of 
higher learning and hospitals 
around the state, with only a 
specified amount of training at 
the Medical School. No one will 
argue with success of the plan. 
In 1966, some 216 applicants 
were accepted out of 1,019. In 
1974, some 
822 of 1,754 ap­ 
plicants were accepted. 
However, the state is still near 
the bottom of doctors per capita 
of population, and distribution is 
bad.

■ Our voluntary energy conserva­ 
tion program — spearheaded by 
our “ PR ID E” program and the state 
energy office — is paying excellent 
dividends. 
Throughout the energy crisis, 
I've taken the position that volun­ 
tary efforts are the most sensible 
way to deal with short-range fuel 
problems. For one thing, voluntary 
cutbacks produce much less dislo­ 
cation of either our economy or our 
lifestyle. For another, they afford 
the only quick method of curbing 
our national appetite for energy. 
Although the current situation 
seem s to be one of adequate 
supply in petroleum fuels, we have 
become far more dependent upon 
Mideast sources during the past 
year. All signs point to even greater 
tensions in that region. In addition, 
natural gas supplies are deterio­ 
rating at an alarming rate. Greater 
demands will be placed upon other 
fuel sources as big users of natural 
gas seek alte rn a tive energy 
sources. 
In recent weeks, we have ex­ 
panded the scope of our efforts 
through PRIDE (the initials stand 
for “ Partners in Reducing Indiana’s 
Deficiency in Energy” ). 
We have launched a recognition 
campaign for those communities, 
industries and individuals who 


have made significant progress to­ 
ward achieving energy conserva­ 
tion. There are two reasons. One is 
to extend recognition for these 
achievements. The other is to call 
the public’s attention to the ben­ 
efits that can be derived from con­ 
servation programs. 
Our first award went to a com­ 
pany which cut its fuel oil use by 
24 per cent and its e le ctricity 
consumption by 30 per cent in a one- 
year period. The company’s pro­ 
gram was complemented by a resi­ 
dential conservation effort carried 
out by its employees. 
Recognizing that energy issues 
are closely related to natural re­ 
sources issues, econom ic ef­ 
ficiency and social problems, we 
have decided to expand the PRIDE 
program to include these other fac­ 
ets. Information on civic, business 
and personal projects to preserve 
resources, beautify communities, 
stimulate increased economic ef­ 
ficiency and foster improved envi­ 
ronmental surroundings all are 
being developed. 
Our objective is to build a con­ 
servation “ ethic” into the American 
way of life. Over the long haul, this 
attitude is needed if we are to 
address our wide-ranging energy, 
environm ental and econom ic 
problems in a meaningful way.

Pacers Falter In Opening Tilt 
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O tli er 
c li Lo r d ‘ 


F A IT H IN F R E E E N T E R P R IS E 
President Ford the other day made an appeal for 
restoration of American faith in the free-enterprise 
system. 


On the occasion of installing Rogers C. B. Morton as 
secretary of commerce, the President observed that 
“ despite the enormous m aterial progress and individual 
freedom we have attained in Am erica through the free- 
enterprise system, confidence in the system is today 
considerably lower than it ought to be.” 


He urged Morton “ to re-sell Americans on the most 
productive and most responsive economic system the 
world has ever seen.” 


That’s a formidable assignment. Some idea of the 
dimensions of it can be had from an item in the recent 
report of a survey of Am erican families conducted at the 
behest of General Mills Inc. Among other things the 
survey firm reported that for half of those interviewed the 
one-time ideal of “ working to own your own home, to send 
the kids to college and to provide a nest egg for 
retirement” has been displaced by the idea that govern­ 
ment should see to it that everyone has a good job and a 
decent standard of living. 


Surprising? There’s no reason it should be. Throngs of 
politicians, teachers, writers and speakers have been 
assiduously promoting that idea for some four decades. 


It s been the first article of faith in Washington for a 
long, long time. 


We hope Secretary Morton does take up the President’s 
call and set out to “ re-sell Am erican’’ on the worth of the 
free-enterprise system. And he should start right where 
he is—in government. 


For it’s in the Federal government—in the White House, 
in the bureaucracy and in Congress—that confidence in 
free enterprise is as low as it is anywhere in the land. 


The dominant philosophy in Federal government is that 
free private enterprise left to itself will not produce what 
is good for the people, that in fact the people themselves 
do not know what is good for them, and that therefore 
governemtn must on all sides prod, pull, regulate and 
otherwise force business and industry and consumers to 
do what ogvernment planners say ought to be done. 


We can’t think of any productive industry that has 
escaped the heavy and blundering hand of Federal 
management. 


So we say carry on, Mr. Secretary. You might start your 
re-selling project at the White House. And then tackle 
Congress.

For more than five years 
fight has raged to liberalize 
licensing requirements enabling 
foreign 
m edical 
school 
graduates to reduce the doctor 
shortage experienced in most 
rural and inner city areas. For 
an equal number of years, the 
Indiana General Assembly has 
evidenced a w illingness 
to 
change 
requirem ents. 
Yet 
every move expected to alter 
present rules has been sue 
cessfully countered. 
For many years, the fight has 
been 
spearheaded by 
Philip 
Willkie, acting as president of 
Southern Indiana, Inc. He had 
never suffered from a lack of 
access to competent medical 
care. He had been interested in 
the project by Charles Camp­ 
bell,

Connersville, who has spent 
personal fortune in the fight to 
help others rather than due to 
personal need.

■ Our voluntary energy conserva­ 
tion program — spearheaded by 
our “ PRIDE” program and the state 
energy office — is paying excellent 
dividends. 
Throughout the energy crisis, 
I’ve taken the position that volun­ 
tary efforts are the most sensible 
way to deal with short-range fuel 
problems. For one thing, voluntary 
cutbacks produce much less dislo­ 
cation of either our economy or our 
lifestyle. For another, they afford 
the only quick method of curbing 
our national appetite for energy. 
Although the current situation 
seems to be one of adequate 
supply in petroleum fuels, we have 
become far more dependent upon 
Mideast sources during the past 
year. All signs point to even greater 
tensions in that region. In addition, 
natural gas supplies are deterio­ 
rating at an alarming rate. Greater 
demands will be placed upon other 
fuel sources as big users of natural 
gas seek alte rn a tive energy 
sources. 
In recent weeks, we have ex­ 
panded the scope of our efforts 
through PRIDE (the initials stand 
for “ Partners in Reducing Indiana’s 
Deficiency in Energy” ). 
We have launched a recognition 
campaign for those communities, 
industries and individuals who 


have made significant progress to­ 
ward achieving energy conserva­ 
tion. There are two reasons. One is 
to extend recognition for these 
achievements. The other is to call 
the public’s attention to the ben­ 
efits that can be derived from con­ 
servation programs. 
Our first award went to a com­ 
pany which cut its fuel oil use by 
24 per cent and its e le ctricity 
consumption by 30 per cent in a one- 
year period. The company’s pro­ 
gram was complemented by a resi­ 
dential conservation effort carried 
out by its employees. 
Recognizing that energy issues 
are closely related to natural re­ 
sources issues, econom ic ef­ 
ficiency and social problems, we 
have decided to expand the PRIDE 
program to include these other fac­ 
ets. Information on civic, business 
and personal projects to preserve 
resources, beautify communities, 
stimulate increased economic ef­ 
ficiency and foster improved envi­ 
ronmental surroundings all are 
being developed. 
Our objective is to build a con­ 
servation “ ethic” into the American 
way of life. Over the long haul, this 
attitude is needed if we are to 
address our wide-ranging energy, 
environm ental and econom ic 
problems in a meaningful way.

Alm ost as m uch beef is ruined 
on the cooking range as the 
open range, says a Texas Tech 
U niversity professor. 
“ Housew ives often feel un­ 
easy about m eat cookery and 
w elcom e any help,” said Boyd 
R am sey, a professor of anim al 
sc ie n c e . ' ‘An ex cellen t s te a k 
can becom e ordinary or poor in 
eating 
quality 
if im properly 
cooked, and a potentially tough 
cut can be m ade tender with 
proper cooking.” 
R am sey said the m eat section 
of the D epartm ent of A nim al 
Science at Texas Tech is doing 
a lot m ore study of proper 
home cooking of beef. 
He 
said 
common 
erro rs 
include using the wrong cooking 
m ethods for a particular cut. 
“ Dry heat methods of broil­ 
ing or roasting should be used 
on tender steaks. Braising or 
cooking in liquid is needed for 
less tender cuts. 
“ The other m ajor problem 
usually is overcooking. 
M eat 
which 
is 
potentially 
tender, 
juicy and flavorful will becom e 
tougher, dry and less flavorful 
if overcooked.” 


R am sey recom m ends using a 
m eat therm om eter even with 
steaks. 
“Steaks already are cut too 
thin for optim um p alatab ility ,” 
he said. 
The la rg e r the ribeye, the 
thinner steak s are cut to keep a 
reasonable 
cost 
per 
serving 
cost, he said. 
“ We need thicker cuts 
to 
retain 
juiciness 
during 
coo­ 
king.” 
He 
said 
they 
could

obtained by m aking p rim ary 
steak cuts thicker and dividing 
them 
into 
portions. 
P resen t 
practice 
results 
in

steaks cu t all the way across a 
m uscle or m uscles.

VW Says They Lost Money 


First Time In History 


W OLFSBURG, West Germa­ 
ny (U PI) — Volkswagen, the 
la rg e st auto m aker in Europe 
and a sym bol of West German 
econom ic m ight, has gone into 
the red for the first tim e in its 
history. 
Volkswagen President Toni 
Schm uecker told a news confer­ 
ence today the com pany lost 
$343 m illion last year and would 
not pay a dividend for the 1974 
fiscal year. 
Schm uecker, a form er Ford 
executive who becam e head of 
VW last January in an attem pt 
to bring the ailing auto giant 
back on its feet, said sales fell 
12 
p er 
cent 
last 
year 
and 
production 
dropped 
11.4 
per 
cent. 
The 53-year-old auto execu­ 
tive 
attributed 
Volkswagen’s 
troubles to decreased dem and 
and increased fuel costs caused 
by the worldwide recession and 
energy crisis. 
V olkswagen, which had in­ 
creased its work force rapidly 
during the auto boom of the 
early 
1970s, 
has 
announced 
plans to lay off one-fifth of its 
em ployes in a move to cut 
losses. 
Schm uecker said sales in the 
vital 
U.S. 
market, 
which 
absorbs one-third of the com ­ 


pany’s products, declined 25.8 
per cent in 1974. 
The 
slum p 
in 
U.S. 
sales 
carried into the new y ear, with 
the first q u arte r figure for 1975 
dropping 1.6 per cent from the 
level the year before. 
The com pany’s 1974 business 
report attrib u ted the U.S. sales 
slum p to the dollar’s drop in 
value, w hich boosted the prices 
of W est G erm an products in 
A m erica. 
Schm uecker 
described 
the 
United S tates as the com pany’s 
“problem 
m ark et” and 
said 
Volksw agen could not “ go it 
alone” in Am erica. 
He said VW would have to 
cooperate with another firm , 
not necessarily A m erican, if it 
becom es necessary to m an u fac­ 
ture c a rs in the United S tates.

never will abandon the A m eri­ 
can m a rk e t,” he said. 
W est G erm an labor unions 
have criticized Volkswagen for 
considering production of ca rs 
in the U nited States because of 
the co m p an y ’s m assive w orker 
layoffs at hom e.

But those 
under 25 accounted for close to 
half of the m ore than 25,000 
new infectious cases of syphilis 
reported to health authorities in 
1973. 
More than 750,000 new cases 
of gonorrhea w ere reported to 
health authorities 
that sam e 
year. The Public H ealth Service 
estim ates, how ever, that the 
actual num ber w as four tim es 
the reported cases. 
Of the reported total, well 
over 
500,000 
cases 
occurred 
am ong 
persons 
under 
25. 
Almost half of these w ere teens 
and younger, ages IO to 19. 
New 
c a se s 
of 
in fec tio u s 
sy p h ilis, a lso on an u p w ard 
swing since 1969 w ere found in 
the 20 to 24 age group at the 
ra te of 42.1 per 
100,000—the 
highest ra te in any age group. 
T een-agers 15 to 19 accounted 
for over 4,000 new cases. 
Again, health authorities say 
the actual num ber of new cases 
of syphilis should be multiplied 
by at least four for the real 
num ber. 
“ Throughout the world, vene­ 
real 
diseases 
have 
reached 
epidem ic proportions,” reports 
a new p u b lic a tio n from th e 
Public Affairs C om m ittee, Inc., 
a nonprofit educational organi­ 
zation. “G onorrhea and syphilis 
a re 
now 
first 
and 
fourth, 
re sp e c tiv e ly , 
in 
fre q u en c y 
am ong all reportable diseases 
in the United S ta te s.” 
Jules Saltm an, who w rites on 
health and m edical subjects, is 
the author of the publicatnon

Why the epidem ic am ong the 
young? 
S a ltm a n 
sa y s 
one 
reason is sim ply a m atter of 
num bers.

young people than ever before. 
Saltm an cites other reasons: 
An increase in sexual activity 
am ong young people; ignorance 
am ong teens about and how to 
avoid infection; indifference to 
the dangers: negative attitudes 
of 
parents,

m edical personnel; physicians’ 
inadequate 
know ledge 
about 
VD; reduced appropriations for 
VD 
control; 
effects 
of

w idespread use of the Pill, with

tow ard sexual activity; and an

of 
tra n s m ittin g 
through hom osexual practices. 
“ Y oung p eo p le a re in th e 
g reatest danger from venereal 
diseases,” says Saltm an, “ but 
young people a re also in the 
best position to prqlect them sel­ 
v e s.”

Saltm an stresses 
the

discrim inating

though there is no sure way to

ta k e n : 
—Proper use of the condom 
by the m an; by the wom an, use

w ashing the genitals thoroughly 
with a strong soap im m ediately 
afte r the sex ac t, which m ay 
help the m ale p revent infection. 
Saltm an 
also 
recom m ends 
regular blood and culture tests 
and urges anyone who suspects 
e x p o su re to be c h e c k e d im ­ 
m ediately by the fam ily physi­ 
cian or at a hospital outpatient 
clinic or public health center. 
The cures of the two m ost 
com m on are sim p le—penicillin 
injections

other antibiotics

On a cold winter day in 1968 off 
the coast of North Korea the 
tiny 
electronics 
intelligence 
ship USS Pueblo bobbed into an 
international maelstrom when 
Communist gunboats fired on it 
and forced its surrender. 
The Cambodian seizure of the 
unarmed American cargo ship 
Mayaguez and its 39 American 
crewmen Monday occurred just 
as unpredictably and evoked 
memories of that other capture 
more than seven years ago. 
North Korean gunboats seized 
the 
Pueblo, 
crammed 
with 
sophisticated electronic intelli­ 
gence gathering equipment, on 
Jan 
23, 
1968, claiming 
the 
vessel 
had 
penetrated 
the 
Communist 
nation’s 
12-mile 
territorial limit to carry out spy 
activities. 
Then-U.S. Secretary of State 
Dean 
Rusk 
described 
the 
incident as “in the category of 
actions to be construed as an 
act of w ar.” But despite that, 
the Pueblo became the first

Individuals formed commit­ 
tees to pressure the govern­

seizure and what was to be 
done about the crew became a 
issue in the 1968 presidential 
campaign. 
Some, 
including the 
Rev. 
Paul D. Lindstrum who formed 
the “Remember The Pueblo 
Committee,” advocated a hard 
line approach to the seizure 
that included taking the ship by 
force if necessary. Others, like 
then-Sen. Thomas H. Kuchel, R- 
Calif., urged the State Depart­ 
ment to “seek justice” before 
the World Court. 
During 
their capture, 
the 
Pueblo 
crew 
became 
the 
victims 
of 
a 
concentrated 
application 
of 
physical 
and 
psychological torture that in­ 
cluded the threat of execution 
until “confessions” were signed 
by Bucher and others that the 
Pueblo’s spy mission had taken 
them into North Korean ter­ 
ritorial waters. 
The men also became the 
instruments 
of

concerted 
propoganda campaign on the 
part of the North Koreans to 
portray as humane the treat­ 
ment received by the crew and 
support the claim that the 
“confessions” were willingly 
offered. 
Photographs were circulated 
showing 
some 
of 
the 
men 
pointing to maps and talking 
with journalists while tables 
piled with food stood in the 
foreground. The crewmen, in 
turn, used sign language in 
group photographs later trans­ 
lated by deaf-mutes to spell 
out a message of “help.” 
The ordeal did not end when 
Bucher and his crew walked 
into South Korea on Dec. 22, 
1968 A five-admiral Navy court 
ended a three-month inquiry in 
1969 by recommending 
that

officer, Edward R. Murphy Jr., 
be tried before a court-martial. 
Old-line Navy brass showed 
little sympathy for Bucher’s 
explanation that North Korean 
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gunboats hopelessly outgunned 
the Pueblo, and that further 
resistance would be futile after 
one man was killed and

wounded. 
Navy Secretary John Chafee 
overruled 
the court, 
saying 
“they have suffered enough” 
and 
that 
further 
discipline 
would not serve the national 
interest. 
Then, in mid-1969, a House 
Armed Services subcommittee 
unanimously approved a report 
that put the blame for loss of 
the 
ship 
squarely 
on

military brass. Its four-month 
investigation hammered away 
at the lack of precautionary 
steps taken before the unescort­ 
ed ship sailed on her last 
mission. 


The incident still has not run 
its course today. Murphy, who 
resigned his commission, early 
this 
year 
refused 
a 
Navy 
Commendation Medal terming 
it “too little too late” and 
blaming Bucher for delays in 
release of the crew. Bucher 
retired in June, 1973, after 28 
years in the Navy. 


As for the Pueblo, it remains 
somewhere

North 
Korea 
which has refused repeated 
U.S. demands for its return. 
Goverment intelligence agen­ 
cies have said little about the 
ship’s location, but believe it 
eventually was berth on the

Siberia to put it close to its 
ally, the Soviet Union.

Congress Confused Over What 


Ford Can Do About Seized Ship 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Con­ 
gressional sources say there is 
some confusion about President 
Ford’s 
legal 
power to 
use 
military force if he so chooses 
to get back a U.S. merchant 
ship 
and 
crew 
seized 
by 
Cambodians. 
On one hand, the sources 
said, 
the 
President 
has 
a 
constitutional duty to protect 
U.S. property and citizens. He 
could cite precedents back to 
1793,

Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
one of the chief architects of 
the war powers legislation, said 
Monday it would permit the 
President to act militarily in 
the Cambodian situation. 
But some congressional staff 
sources believe this authority is

The war powers law requires

Congress within 48 hours on his 
use of forces abroad. Congress 
could order removal of the 
forces by a concurrent resolu­ 
tion, but even in the absence of 
congressional 
action

force would have to end in 60 
days. An additional 30 days is 
provided 
to 
withdraw 
the 
troops. 
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The staff source said there is 
serious thought among some in 
Congress that the War Powers 
Act or Indochina ban not with­ 
standing, Ford could act in his 
constitution role of commander- 
in-chief to use whatever force 
he thought was necessary to 
protect American property and 
citizens abroad.

High Court Lowers Boom On 
Excessive Attorney Fees

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court has set back 
environmental and other public 
interest causes by drastically 
curbing legal fees collectible 
from powerful opponents such 
as oil 
companies who 
are 
successfully sued. 
The issue stemmed from a 
complaint by the Wilderness 
Society, 
the 
Environmental 
Defense Fund and Friends of 
the Earth that the Alyeska 
Pipeline 
Service 
Co. 
was 
planning to transport Alaska 
Oil without regard to federal 
environmental law. Eventually 
Congress settled the issue by 
legislation. 
Then the groups sought to 
collect their lawyers’ fees from 
the company. Numerous lower 
courts have awarded attorneys’ 
fees in such circumstances on 
the ground that a particular 
citizens group was acting as a 
“private attorney general” in 
forcing official policy for the 
public good. 
But an opinion by Justice 
Byron R. White on Monday said 
this practice is wrong unless 
such awards are specifically 


provided for in a statute. He 
said Congress can change the 
law whenever it wishes. 
Lawyers devoted to bringing 
citizens’ lawsuits described the 
ruling as a disaster. They said 
their only recourse now is to 
Congress. 
“The court has really gone 
out of its way to do in the 
private attorney general doc­ 
trine,” said Washington attor­ 
ney Samuel R. Berger of the

For Canning 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind.— 
Canning may be an age-old art, 
but it’s an art that makes a lot of 
sense for the ’70s. With prices 
higher than ever, canning can 
help you cut 
down 
on 
the 
grocery bill. But don’t plan to 
can food without the proper 
equipment 
Canning food without the 
proper 
equipm ent 
and 
in­ 
structions can be a dangerous 
proposition, says Betty Rehfeld, 
Extension foods and nutrition 
specialist at Purdue University. 
Food can spoil and cause illness 
if it is not canned properly. 
But, Dr. Rehfeld adds, by 
following the correct canning 
methods, you should be able to 
can 
food 
safely 
and 
economically-especially if you 
have a garden. 
W'hat equipment do you need? 
The Purdue specialist says a top 
priority should be a reliable 
book on food preservation. She 
suggests the US.D A.booklet, 
“Home Canning of Fruits and 
Vegetables,’’ as a possibility. To 
order a copy, send 35 cents to 
Superintendent of Documents, 
Government 
Printing 
Office, 
Washington, D C.20402. 
She also urges you to buy 
regulation canning jars that are 
made to take the. temperatures 
required in canning and form a 
good seal. “ Mayonnaise, pickle, 
and coffee ja rs,” she adds,, 


“can’t take the required heat 
and break easily.” 
Lids come with new canning 
jars and can’t be reused. If you 
have jars already, pick up new 
lids early before the rush 
begins. J a r s and lids are 
som etim es in short supply 
during the 
summer 
months 
when more people are canning, 
Dr. Rehfeld says. 
“You’ll also need a water bath 
for canning fruits and other acid 
foods,” she says. “Any large 
metal container will work as 
long as it is two or four inches 
deeper than the jars you are 
processing. ^ This 
allows 
adequate space for briskly 
boiling water.” 
Canning vegetables, meats, 
and other 
low 
acid foods 
requires a pressure canner, she 
continues. The pressure canner 
destroys botulism, which can 
form a deadly toxin in these low 
acid foods. 
“A pressure canner is one of 
the biggest but most important 
investments you’ll have to make 
in setting up a home canning 
operation,” Dr. Rehfeld says. 
You can 
buy 
a 
pressure 
canner with a dial control or a 
weight 
control. 
Either 
is 
satisfactory, the specialist says. 
But if you buy a weight control 
canner that is deep enough, you 
can leave the weight off the 
petcock and use the canner as a 
water bath, too, she points out. 
Whichever type of canner you 
buy, be sure to follow the 
m anufacturer’s instructions for 
its use and care, Dr. Rehfeld 
concludes.

Other examples o f airline 
fuel saving measures include 
the greater use o f flight 
simulators for pilot training. 
This eliminates 
thousands 
of landings and take offs 
annually, and saves millions 
of gallons of fuel. They have 
also expanded the use of 
computers in flight planning 
to select altitudes that will 
reduce 
fuel 
consumption. 
They are shutting down one 
or more engines while the 


aircraft taxies to the arrival 
gate or when there is likely 
to be a delay in take off. 
Cruise speeds have been 
reduced to the most efficient 
levels, with the loss of only 
minutes per flight. For ex ­ 
ample, 
cutting the speed 


of a daily DC-8 flight from 
544 miles per hour to 530 
gets 
the 
aircraft 
from 
Chicago to Los Angeles only 
four minutes later, but saves 
60,000 gallons o f fuel an­ 
nually. For a 737 on a 500- 
mile flight, reducing cruis­ 
ing speed from 520 to 500 
miles per hour adds only 
three minutes but reduces 
fuel consumption by seven 
percent. 
These conservation meas­ 
ures are saving about three 
million gallons of fuel a day. 
The U.S. scheduled air­ 
line system, flexible and re­ 
sponsive 
to

nation’s 
public transportation needs, 
will continue its efforts to 
help 
meet 
the 
nation’s 
energy challenge.

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The Value Of 


Mothers' Milk

HOUSTON (U P I) - Mother’s 
milk appears to reduce the 
number 
of 
deaths 
from 
a 
serious disease in premature 
infants. Because of that, many 
medical centers have revived 
human milk banks. 
Jefferson Davis Hospital in 
Houston is one facility that has 
started a such a milk supply, 
said Dr. John Kenny, a fellow 
at Baylor College of Medicine. 
“ It’s only been the last four 
to six months that we’ve been 
pushing for breast milk and I ’m 
just overwhelmed in the re­ 
sponse we’re getting,” Kenny 
said. “ We have mothers collect 
the milk in sterile containers, 
toss it in the freezer and freeze 
it solid. 
“ We go out once a week and 
collect a bucketful or two.” 
Kenny said hospitals used 
milk banks for many years 
until the advent of artificial 
formulas after World War II. 
“ I ’m glad w e’re doing it,” he 
said. “ I ’d like to put every 
baby on breast milk because 
it’s good for the babies and the 
mothers too.” 
Kenny said it’s too early for 
their work 
to tell, but 
the 
mother’s milk apparently helps 
the 
tiny 
premature 
babies 
through a serious disease of the 
bowel known 
as necrotizing 
enterocolitis. 
At Jefferson Davis last year, 
the city’s largest baby center 
with 8,771 
births, 30 babies 
were struck by the disease and 
eight died. 
At that time many premature 
infants received formula but 
because of the mother’s milk 
that is fed every premature 
baby, Kenny hopes to cut that 
to four out of 30 this year. 
“ We’re not particularly in­ 
novative in the field,” he said. 
“ We’re just following a lot of 
other people who have con­ 
tributed far more extensively to 
this area than we have.” 
He said the disease is due to 
a lack of blood in the bowel 
because the blood is pumped to 
other, more vital organs of the 
body such as the brain and 
kidneys when the premature 
infant undergoes stress. 


The lack of blood causes air 
bubbles to form in the intestinal 
walls and if the bubbles break, 
the child probably will require 
surgery. If caught early, the 
disease is treated with antibiot­ 
ics 
and 
the 
child 
is 
fed 
intravenously. 
“ Babies who are fed breast 
milk have different bacteria in 
their 
gut 
than 
those 
on 
formula,” he said. 


Kenny said the breast milk 
may contain certain immunities 
that inhibit 
some forms 
of 
bacteria and 
may help 
the 
infant cope with the blood lack. 
“ It doesn’t seem to make 
much difference for healthy, 
full-term 
babies, whatever 
you’re feeding them, he’ll do 
well,” Kenny said 
However, he still advocates 
breast milk 


“ I get the feeling,” he said, 
“ that tampering around with 
nature too much can be a bad 
thing, especially if you’re not 
sure what you’re doing.”

Unless you’re single, foot­

problems. There’s more to it 
than just packing carefully and 
getting 
a 
good 
van 
line, 
especially if the move takes 
you to unfamiliar territory. 
Despite the sluggish econo 
my, many families will 
be 
making 
long-distance 
moves 
this summer —the peak period 
for 
such 
transfers 
so 
that 
youngsters’ schooling will not 
be interrupted. 
They’ll find conditions better 
for house-hunting than in the 
past two years. 
Mortgage interest rates have 
started to drop from the record 
highs of 1974 and m ortgage 
money is readily available for 
the first time in months. A 
March survey of 25 metropoli­ 
tan areas by Ticor Relocation 
Management 
Co. 
found 
a 
scarcity of conventional resi­ 
dential 
funds 
only 
in 
Min­ 
nesota ; this in sharp contrast to 
last October when 84 per cent 
of the cities reported acute 
shortages. Federal tax incen­ 
tives will help some families. 
There are other things to be 
considered, however, and care­ 
ful 
thought 
beforehand 
will 
smooth the long-distance move 
for the whole family. 
Ticor, which helped move 
more 
than 
7,500 
relocating 
employees and their families 
last year, has some sugges­ 
tions. 
John M. Moore, vice presi­ 
dent, said “ the most important 
thing is to put a firm upper 
limit on the amont of money 
you have available for housing, 
making ample allowance for 
steadily increasing operating 
costs. 
As a rule, Moore said, most 
mortgage lenders will advance 
about twice your annual income 
before taxes. So that figure, 
plus cash available for a down 
payment, is the absolute top 
you should consider. You might 


want to set an even lower limit.

Moore suggests, to be on the 
safe side, the total of monthly

payment, 
amortization, taxes and insur­

He also suggests you have the 
house 
you 
want 
to 
buy 
appraised and inspected by a 
structural engineer, especially 
in the case of older houses, 
before 
making 
your 
final 
decision. 
“ It is very easy,” he said, 
“ to let your emotions blind you 
to hidden defects when you find 
a 
house 
you 
like. 
But, 
structural weaknesses, plumb­ 
ing and heating problems or 
termites could add significantly 
to the anticipated expense. 
“ If you are new to an area, 
an appraisal will assure you 
are not overpaying 
for 
the 
neighborhood.” 
The neighborhood can be the 
single most important factor in 
the future value of any house, 
Moore said, advising great care 
in choosing. He recommends 
strongly a relocating family 
avail itself of outside help. 
Among the sources of such 
help he su g ge sts a national 
home-finding service, prefera­ 
bly one not affiliated with any 
specific network of realtors, or 
a good real estate broker since 
the seller, not the buyer, pays

Hitting a ball about goes 
back as a pastime into the 
mists of time.

trade between Scotland and 
Holland. 
Small Dutch boats would 
cross the North Sea bringing 
all 
manners 
of goods, but 
particularly spirits, to Scot­ 
land. The little town of St. 
Andrews

landfall and Dutch skippers 
would bring their barques up 
on the beach there. 
After 
the 
ship was un­ 
loaded and there was time for 
skipper and crew to rest and 
r e f r e s h 
th e m s e lv e s , 
the 
Dutchmen would play a game 
they 
called 
“ kolf” 
This 
consisted 
o f picking 
up 
a 
suitable 
pebble 
frorh 
the 
beach and hitting it with a 
stick across sand and grass 
towards the nearest hostelry. 
The man who took the 
fewest hits was judged the 
winner and the others had to 
buy him drinks. The Scots 
who saw the Dutchmen play 
this rudimentary game took it 
up as well and transformed 
“ kolf” into the golf we know 
today.
